The subject me this 
evening seems peculiar on this pro- 
gramme. While it is very old, hav- 
ing been recognized and studied for 
centuries, it is also very new, par- 
ticularly to the stockman, because by 
them it as yet but little un- 
derstood and appreciated only to a 
limited extent. Some one may say 
there has been little to interest him, 
for even the scientist has been grop- 
ing in the dark. The last few years, 
however, have brought something to 
light and a promise of something 
which should result in bringing this 
subject nearer home to the breeder. 
In our records of milk production 
alone, while not yet extensive, there 
is already sufficient information avail- 
able to give us at least an intelligent 
interest in the operating of this mys- 
terious force called “Heredity” in so 
far as how it seems to behave in the 
quality of giving milk. Someone has 
said that the question of heredity is 
as limitless as the forms of life in 
both plant and animal. I assure you 
it is not my intention to cover the 
subject in the time at my disposal; 
and I wish to make it clear that in 
my discussion of heredity in relation 
to milk production, I shall make no 
attempt ‘to treat the technical side of 
the question, nor do I hope to dis- 
close any of the mystery in which the 
working of this force is shrouded. 
My remarks will be of a very ele- 
‘mentry character and for the most 
part a review of a little information 
already published. 

When this subject was suggested 
to me, I fully realized that it was 
an exceedingly difficult one to treat 
in limited time in such a way that the 
average man would get anything out 
of it. However, I was very much 
pleased that the Winter Fair authori- 
ties should place such a subject on

far in deducing. definite information, | 
sufficient progress has been made, | 
particularly in the last few years, to | 
merit his attention. I shall, there- 
fore, attempt to place you in touch 
with a phase of the subject, being 
studied in reference to milk produc- 
tion, and to give you some of the in- 
formation thus far obtained. 

I am perfectly aware that many 
breeders for many years have known 
and worked on the assumption that 
there is a tendency for transmission 
of likeness from one animal to an- 
other, in fact this has been the corner 
stone of progressive breeding. I have 
seen and heard’ this statement 
throughout my time, in the press and 
from the institute platform, but the 
one fact that there is a tendency to- 
ward this reproduction of likeness 
has been, for the most part, the ex- 
tent of the information. 


To what extent the tendency holds, 
how it may be affected by various 
members in the ancestry, the age of 
the parents, the degree of develop-, 
ment ‘of the character involved, vio- 
lent outcrossing and various other 
factors which are frequently a part 
of breeding, not very much has been 


said. Certainly we may look for 
more from this out. The subject as 
it stands was given to me by those 
in charge of the fair, and the very 
fact that it should be worded as. it! 
is, “Heredity as an influence in milk 
production,” is significant. It sug- 
gests an ambition to distribute and 
apply whatever knowledge there may 
be available on transmission for this 
particular work. This looks like a 
new departure in subjects and a fresh 
appreciation for a subject that has 
usually been considered to belong to 
the scientist only. 

We, in Canada, are hardly as keen 
in many ways (perhaps I had better 
qualify it) as our American friends

they have keen searching their mass 
of records in quest of some under- 
standing as to how this tendency of 
transmission was working in milk 
production as shown on their record 
books. 


At the meetings of the various 
Breeders’ Associations during the 
past year or two the information ob- 
tained has been given to the breeders. 

Two great reasons why we do not 
better understand more of the work- 
ing of heredity with dairy cattle, or 
any other class of live stock are be- 
cause while some of our breeds are of 
long standing, our records are very 
imperfect, and those which are avail- 


able have not been fully studied. We 
have a rare opportunity in this work 
with dairy cattle for the reason that 
very definite records can and have al- 
ready been*made; and moreover they 
are official and authentic. There is 
just this to add, however, in reference 
to our present situation, the work is 
somewhat new for a study of trans- 
mission, for while“it is true official 
records have been compiled in Canada 
for some years, yet when we consider 
that three years, at least, are re- 
quired before progeny can be re- 
corded, and that these records na- 


turally started in_a small way, it is 
apparent that they must necessarily 
be yet quite incomplete in this coun- 
try. Our advanced registry, for in- 
stance, is only about five years old, 
so that very little is available in the 
transmission of dairy qualities. The 
cows registerigg in the first few years, 
you will understand, will not have 
their ancestors registered, and on the 
other hand these in turn are only be- 
ginning really to have progeny reg- 
However, 


istered. each year this 


work is becoming more general and 
widespread and each year a new gen- 
eration, larger than any preceding, 
is added. and in a short time we shall 
have a fertile and valuable source of 
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information on the behavior of dairy ! 
qualities in transmission. We have, 
all told in the Canadian Holstein- 
Friesian record of merit 829 females 
and 53 males recorded. While these 
are very few in comparison with what 
the American Association has to work 
on, they offer some suggestive infor- 
mation. 

I had thought perhaps some refer- 
ence to our own records might be of 
some interest, and with the hope of 
arousing a little ambition to study 
them more closely, I have planned to 
give you some of the evidence they 
furnish in addition to some facts re- 
vealed by the American records by 
American authorities. We must re- 
member, however that our Canadian 
records are only commencing to be 
fairly representative. 

The common mistake in the past 
has been in making too much of the 
individual, and not enough of its an- 
cestry as well as the whole, race or 
group to which he or she may belong 
in attempting to draw a conclusion in 
breeding. There is no doubt a greater 
tendency to do this with animals, be- 
cause the number in comparison with 
plants, which can be easily conrtolled, 
necessarily limited, and time and ex- 
pense involved are—of course—much 
greater. The principles of heredity 
will hold for the majority, and if a 
“man knows that in the majority of 
cases certain results will be the out- 
come of certain practices, that by 
breeding from a certain class of ani- 
mals he is likely to obtain in the ma- 
jority of cases what he desires, and if 
on the other hand he ignores certain 
considerations he is likely to meet 
with disappointment, if he is able to 
relate practice with result, cause with 
effect, even in the majority of cases, 
with some confidence, he is able to 
operate intefligently and adopt in so 
far as is possible a progressive policy. 
His disappointment as well he may 
have some chance of understanding. 


The reason why he cannot guaran- 
tee himself favorable results in every 
case is because while “like produces 
like,” as the old saying has it, there 
are many cases in which like pro- 
duces very unlike, in fact no two in- 
dividuals are exactly alike, as any 
breeder can testify. There are al- 
ways more or less extreme variations, 
in other words good cows may and do 
produce poor cows occasionally, and 
in some cases poor cows may produce 
good cows, but these are the excep- 
tions, and not in accordance with the 
principles of heredity which will hold 
for the majority, and the larger the 
number considered the more exactly 
will the laws of heredity operate.

complications that have been made. 
Professor Davenport of Illinois, who 
was one of the first to investigate 
records, has published a table from 
the American Holstein-Friesian rec- 
ords .with which we would do well to 
familiarize ourselves. Many records 
have been made since the tatle was 
compiled, but it includes 608 mature 
cows, and there is no reason to be- 
lieve but- that the facts brought out 
would be even more fully established 
were the additional records included. 

This table includes mature cows 
and their offspring when mature and 
with records ranging from 11 to 28 
Ibs. of fat in 7 days. 

The general average of the dams 
was 15.368 pounds. 


The general average of the dams 
spring was 15.316 pounds. 

Among other things, the table 
shows variations conspicuously; for 
instance one 16-pound cow and one 
20-pound cow were produced by 11- 
pound cow. Of course good bulls 
were used on all those cows; they 
would vary, but the whole number 
would average as good bulls. One 
24-lb. cow was produced by a 14-lb. 
cow, on the other hand one 23-lb. cow 
produced one 12-lb. cow, and one 20- 
Ib. cow, and one 20-lb. cow produced 
one 11-lb. cow. 

However, taking all the cows below 
the average, there is a tendency for 
those cows when mated with good 
sires, some of which were undoubted- 
ly superior to themselves, to produce 








cows better than themselves, or cows 
more nearly the average. With cows 
above the average there is a ten- 
dency for them when mated with va- 
rious bulls to produce cows a little 
below themselves and more _ nearly 
the average. All of which goes to 
show that it is easier to bring cows 
up to the average than it is to main- 
tain the standard. This explains as 
well why we are often disappointed 
with the offspring from phenomenal 
cows. In the first place they are dif- 
ficult to mate with a bull of equal 
merit, and in the second place in any 
case there is a tendency for their 
progeny to fall more nearly the aver- 
age. 

However, this is also shown: The 
majority of good cows are from those 
above’ the average, .the majority of 
poor cows are from those below the 
average, and the better our cows are 
uniformly the better will be their 
progeny, although on the average they 
will likely fall below their dams, un- 
less the bull has been of superior 
merit. 

This table also teaches another 
thing: the man with two or three 
cows with phenomenal records who is 
selling all his calves on the strength 
of these records is not doing the 
breed any good, because in every herd 
and from every class we may take it 
for granted there are going to be 
both good and bad, and no matter 
what standard we have reached we 
must keep culling and weeding out 





























those poor variants that are bound 
to appear. No man, therefore, can 
sell or buy the individual on the 
strength of the breeder’s or herd’s 
reputation alone. 

M. A. Harper of Cornell, has more 
recently published some data gathered 
from the advanced Register. His 
work included 3,070 cows. These he 
classified as follows: 

Both sire and dam in register:' 
Number, 1,196; percentage, 39. ) 

Neither sire or dam in register: | 
Number, 710; percentage, 23. | 

Sire in register, dam not in regis- 
ter: Number, 770; percentage, 25. 

Dem in register, sire not in regis- 
ter: Numker, 394; percentage, 13. 

Harper remarks that the minimum 
requirement is not difficult to make, 
that records in the register vary a 
great deal, and that there are many 
cows outside the register capable of 
making it, so a register’s real effi- 
ciency will not be apparent until the 
cows are classified on a basis above 
the requirement. Classifying them 
on a basis of 50 per cent. above re- 
quirements and also 100: per cent. 
above requirements, the above per- 
centages gradually change to the fol- 
lowing in the case of the cows doub- 
ling the requirement or making 100 
per cent. above it.

In classifying bulls on the basis 
of the number of daughters they have 
registered, his lowest class, those 
with nine or more A. R. O. daughters 
including 28 per cent of the sires— 
58 per cent had sire and dam regis- 
tered, and 12 per cent had neither 
sire nor dam registered. As the num- 
ber of daughters was raised the per- 
centages again gradually changed 
until in the case of the sires, of which 
there were only five or six per cent. 
with. 75 A. R. O. daughters or more, 
100 per cent or every one of these 
had both sire and dam registered. 
And, of course, none had neither sire 
nor dam registered, aithough this 
was the case when the twenty-five 
caughter class was reached. 

From our own Canadian records I 
made a few compilations, and while 
they are not extensive and hardly as

representative as we should like, they 
are again at least suggestive and 
much in accord with the American 
records in what they show. They are 
beginning to give us results, and 
every dairy cattle man will do well 
to be a student of records. 

Like the American records, no 
coubt individual records will have in- 
dividual factors to explain them, the 
cow’s development, the bull, etc., but 
numbers will tend to minimize the 
influence of the exceptional factor 
and in any case will give us an aver- 
age. That is as far as we can go 
at the present time, and surely that 
distance is worth going; it is the ba- 
sis of every rule after all. 


In the last two volumes, IX. and 
X., of the Can. Hol. Fr. R. O. M., 
there are 112 new records (additional 
not included). Ninety-one of them, 
or 80.3 per cent show recorded an- 
cestry in R. O. M., or within the 
second generation. Twenty-five of 
them, or 22.3 per cent, have both 
sires and dams recorded. Forty-two 
of them, or 37.5 per cent, have either 
sire or dam recorded. 

In volume X. there are 190 new rec- 
ords (additional not included). One 
hundred and seventy-seven have re- 
corded ancestry—93.1 per «ent. Six- 
ty-four have both sires and dams re- 
corded—33.6 per cent. Seventy-three 
have either sire or dams recorded— 
38.5 per cent. 


A man may enter as many cows 
as he likes from one year to another, 
and there is no doubt a tendency for 
a man to enter as many as he can. 
This increased percentage of cows, 
however, with recorded ancestry from 
one volume to another is not due to 
the fact that the same men entered 
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a larger number each year, in which 
event naturally we might expect they 
would be bred from recorded ances- 
try. 

A compilation of the

15 sires alone, or 12.5 per cent. 

29 dams alone, or 24.1 per cent. 

If the standard is raised to 12 lbs. 
fat and over we find that the per- 
centage decreases somewhat, and no 
doubt due to the small number, only 
18, and the fact that heifers without 
record ancestry are not likely to be 
entered unless they promise some- 
thing really good, and while these are 
few there are enough of them to ma- 
terially influence the percentage.

Going farther—we have a few— 
17 and 18-lb heifers, but all of them, 
or 100 per cent have record ancestry. 
On the face of this evidence it seems 
fair to conclude that record cows are 
breeding record cows, and while it 
eculd hardly be taken to mean that 
out of every hundred cows tried 92 
per cent of those that qualify would 
have record ancestry within the sec- 
ond generation and eight would have 
none, our chances of breeding record- 
making cows and bulls, particularly 
of the phenomenal class, are certainly 
best when we mate animals of record 
of merit standing. The seven-day 
test is frequently criticised, and while 
most of us will agree it cannot fur- 
nish as much information as a thirty- 
day test, and while I prefer a thirty- 
day test to a seven-day test, I much 
prefer a yearly test to either of them, 
and again a five yearly test to one of 
twenty months. In other words, the 
larger and more complete the record, 
unquestionably the more reliable and 
representative it is. This we must 
admit, however; the evidence as we 
are now obtaining it justifies the ex- 
istence of the seven-day test for the

There is evidence 
to show that these Mendelian princi- 
ples, as they are called, are at work 
in stock breeding as well, but outside 
of one or two exellent guides they 
afford us their operation in stock 
must still remain in the biologist’s 
hands.

; ‘ Without going 
into detail, I wish to draw your at- 
tention to a law that has been for. 
mulated after a careful study of a 
large number of cases, including hu- 
mans, and while like other laws in 
this work it represents the average, 
it must necessarily carry us in the 
long run, and we shall do well to em: 
ploy it as a guide in our study of 
pedigree. 

Briefly put, this law tells us that 
the influence of the various genera- 
tions is:—First, or parents, 56%, 
each, one-quarter influence; second, 
or grandparents, 25%, each one-six- 
teenth influence; 3rd, or great grand- 
parents, 12.5%, each one-sixty-fourth 
influence; fourth, or great great 
grandparents, 6.25%, each 1-256 in- 
fluence. 

The information in this for a 
breeder of dairy cattle is that, first, 
all ancestors count, and: the further 
back he can go with good ancestry 
and without a scrub the better is his 
pedigree; if any weakness is to be 
tolerated in a pedigree the more re- 
mote it is for the better. We may 
have exceptions, but if an animal has 
a long line of ancestors uniform 
throughout we have the best guaran- 
tee posisble of a favorable result.

HARMFUL BIRDS 

There is much misunderstanding as 
to the usefulness or harmfulness of 
birds. The fact is that the question 
is to be settled generally by local and 
often temporary conditions. To be 
sure, some birds are generally harm- 
ful when they are around human habi- 
tations and should be guarded against. 
Such birds are the common chicken 
hawks. There are only two of these, 
however, the pigeon hawk and the 
Swainson’s hawk. The first is a small 
bird which carries away small chick- 
ens and pigeons. The other is a large 
hawk which is quite destructive to 
the poultry yards when it once takes 
up its residence near at hand. Both 
of. these hawks live upon other birds 
as their natural food. Most of our 
hawks however, do not live upon birds 
as a regular diet. They hunt and 
eatch rodents such as field mice, 
gophers, rabbits and _ prairie-dogs. 
Their usefulness in this work is far 
greater than one would at first think. 
Some years ago the State of Pennsyl, 
vania put a bounty on the heads of 
hawks and owls. Large sums of 
money were paid to those who turned 
in the scalps. This campaign was 
soon followed by a pest of rodents. 
The numbers of rabbits and mice be- 
came so great that the crops were ser- 
iously injured. Strange to say, that 
winter the snowy owls came into the 
country in great numbers and thinned 
out the pests. 

Sometimes very useful birds become 
harmful under new and abnormal 
conditions. I well remember an in- 
stance of this which occurred curing 
my boyhood days. We were greatly 


cocurred to the strawberries just be- 
fore they were ready for market. The 
seeds suddenly disappeared causing 
the berries to shrivel and become 
worthless. Careful watching led to 
the discovery that the useful and 
beautiful American canary was the 
guilty party. The birds lighted in 
flocks in the fields and picked the seeds 
out of the berries. Some years ago 
Minnesota and the Dakotas developed 
into great wheat fields. The red- 
winged blackbird which was an 
abundant resident about the water 
courses in that country developed in 
immense numbers. They attacked the 
grain while it was in the shock and 
did great damage. These instances 
are rare exceptions, of course, but 





hawks and coyotes has done very 
much to increase the numbers of 
prairie dogs that we are now obliged 
to fight. 

The only way to settle any partic. 
ular problem is by most careful and 
thorough investigation. Even the 
little striped ground squirrel is known 
to eat large numbers of cutworms 
and grasshoppers. If a hawk is known 
to haunt the barnyard and is seen to 
catch chickens, the only way is to get 
rid of it. The big hawks that are 
seen. constantly in the fields are do- 
ing far more good than injury and 
should te protected. To kill every 
hawk that is seen because some catch - 
chickens is something like putting 
every man in jail because there is a 
horse theif in the neighborhood. 

All birds except the English spar- 
row are protected by law and the 
person who shoots birds must remem- 
ber that he is liable to prosecution.

LECTURE COURSE KEEPS YOUNG 
FOLKS ON FARMS 
Buena Vista, Wis., has discovered 
a way to keep the boys and girls on 
the farm. 

Buena Vista is a country commun- 
ity four and one-half miles from Ar- 
nott and, like most farming commun- 
ities, its means of community enter- 
tainment are difficult to secure. But 
Buena Vista is composed of an ener- 
getis farming population. Recently 
the people got together and decided 
that they wanted a lecture course. 
They got in touch with the University 
of Wisconsin Extension division and 
bought a five number course at a cost 
of $135. 

In the middle of the season the 
treasurer’s books showed that all ex- 
penses had been paid, with $50 left 
over in the treasury. Buena Vista 
has decided to take on a course next 
year that will cost nearly $200. 

The lectures were given in a dis- 
carded church that had a seating ca- 
pacity of 180. But the average size 
of the audience was 185. One hun- 
dred and seventy-one season tickets 
were sold in advance. And people 
drove six miles to attend the enter- 
tainments.

The Wisconsin College of Agricul- 
ture has just issued bulletin 236, en- 
titled “Soy Beans—An Important 
Wisconsin Crop.” It gives the fol- 
lowing five. reasons why soy bea 
should be grown on sandy soils: Be- 
cause they are more resistent to heat 
and drought than are clovers or al- 
falfa. Because they may be substi- 
tuted as a catch crop for clover when 
the latter. kills out. Because they 
rank with linseed and _ cottonseed 
meal as a concentrate feed for cat- 
tle, sheeps and hogs. Because they 
gather nitrogen from the air and 
store it in the roots, thus improving 
the soil in which they grow. Because 
they may be grown on soil too acid 
for clover.

Records. learn that a certain cow, 
owned in the herd of A. W. 
Morris & Sons Corporation, Wood- 


land California, has for a second time, 
taken a determination to see how fast 
a pace she can maintain for a year. 
\When a cow of the Morris herd starts 
out with this determination it always 
means a good big record. She has.got 
to do it or be outclassed by all the 
other cows in the herd. Fifteen of 
them have averaged 20,525 lbs. milk 
in semi-official test and forty of them 
have averaged over 620.98 lbs. fat. 
Then there is Aralia De Kol, the first 
cow to make over 28,000 Ibs. milk in 
one year.on semi-official test and Riv- 
erside Sadie De Kol Burke, the first 
cow to make over 54,000 lbs. milk in 
two consecutive years, then there are 
two other cows, Miss Blaney and Pet 
Salambo of Riverside with over 1,000 
pounds butter to their credit on a 
year’s test. The young cows of the 
herd have a very considerable reputa- 
tion to uphold. 

The partcular cow we started out 
to speak of is Tilly Alcartra, a young 
cow, that has previously demon- 
strated that her pace is a fast one. A 
year ago she landed at the top of the 
Junior three-year semi-official cllass 
with 672.98 lbs. butter fat and 21,- 
421.3 lbs. milk. 

Considering her youth, it would 
seem rather presumptuous for her to 
think of breaking the World’s milk 
record, yet this we understand is the 
very thing she has set herself to do. 
At the end of the first six months she 
has produced 16,737 lbs. milk and 532 
lbs. butter fat. It is her wonderful 
persistency of flow, shown in her pre- 
vious year’s work, that is expected to 
carry her through to a grand finish. 

She is a daughter of Alcartra Pol-

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THE GROWING OF DAIRY 
HEIFERS.--II 


By Prof. Geo. C. Humphrey. 

In order to have calves which are 
worth while to grow and in which 
one can take pride, it is necessary to 
select carefully the sire and dam. The 
sire is especially important for the 
reason that his influence effects not 
only one but usually all the calves 
born upon the farm for a period of 
two or more years. He should be 
selected with reference to his breed- 
ing, his individuality and so far as 
possible upon the strong qualities 
which his calves possess. He should 
be a pure bred representative of some 
one of the distinct dairy breeds and 
possess feeding capacity, dairy dis- 
position and good quality. If his 
calves fail to develop into profitable 
dairy animals, the sooner he is sent 
to the butcher the better for the dairy 
industry. If on the other hand his 
calves as a class prove worthy, he 
should be appreciated to the extent 
that he is kept in service in a live 
community as long as he is service- 
able. 

The dams of the calves to be grown 
should be tested by the scales and 
Babcock tester and be profitable pro- 
ducers as well as good individuals. 
Excellence on the part of both sire 
and dam constitutes a stronger breed- 
ing battery than does excellence of 
sire only. Excellence upon the part 
of all individuals for several genera- 
tioins of ancestors constitutes the 
strongest foundation upon which to 
select heifer calves and offers the 
greatest insurance against disappoint- 
ment when calves are fully grown and 
put to the production test. The great 
fundamental law of breeding that 
“like tends to produce like” empha- 
sizes the importance of giving careful 
consideration to the selection of foun- 
dation stock. Without respect for 
this law, many men grow heifer calves 
which never earn the cost of the feed 
they consume to say nothing about the 
items of labor and housing. 





The conditions of environment have 
been defined as the sum of the agen- 
cies and influences which effect an 
organism from without. The condi- 
tions of environment under which 
calves are raised in a great many in- 
stances are such as to secure all the 
good that may otherwise ‘be secured 
from good breeding and feeding. An

abundance of pure, fresh air and sun- 
light, a dry comfortable place in which 
to rest, protection from vermin and 
diseases, and kind treatment are con- 
ditions of environment necessary for 
growing calves and other classes of 
livestock successfully. To the extent 
that one fails in providing these con- 
ditions, may he expect to suffer dis- 
appointments. The system of provid- 
ing artificial ventilation and building 
stables furnishing an abundance of 
sunlight which gives warmth and sani- 
tary conditions is so well understood 
at the present time and can be em- 
ployed with so little increased cost 
that there is no excuse for not hav- 
ing conditions of environment satis- 
factory. Barns made of slabs from 
saw logs can furnish these conditions 
and one need not think it necessary 
in order to secure them to go tg all 
of the expense that is sometimes rep- 
resented in barns that are put up by 
men with unlimited means. Suitable 
barns, stables, yards and other con- 
ditions are not only of great benefit 
to the growth of calves, but add to 
the pleasure as well as the profit of 
growing calves.

SAVING LABOR IN THE HAY 
FIELD 

Haying is a far different job from 
what it was fifty years ago. Then it 
was slow work from start to finish. 
A few had the old “bull rakes” that 
dispensed with considerable hand rak- 
ing, but cutting was done by hand, 
the pitching by hand, and muscle was 
everywhere necessary to make the 
work move along. Today, haying is 
a matter of machinery. Not content 
with the five-foot cut mower that has 
been standard for so many years, 
many are buying not less than six 
footers, while others get machines 
cutting as wide as eight feet. Rakes 
are of a width that was once thought 
incredible, while hay loaders and hay 
stackers and horse forks and slings 
perform @y the power of horses what 
used to be done entirely by the mus- 
cle of man. 

It is still surprising, however, how 
much behind the times many farmers 
are in the saving of labor when hay- 
ing. Except for mower and rake, 
they have progressed little from the 
farmer who hayed with the tools and 
machinery procurable thirty-five years 
ago. In some cases there is no barn 
room for hay and no stacker to put 
the hay into stacks. This Means 
pitching by hand onto the stack or 
load, and if onto stacks the stacks 
never become as solid or keep as well 
as those put up with the stacker. 


They never are carried up as high or

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are as well topped out, and because 
there is no weight of hay dropping in 
the center all the while, as with a 
stacker, the hand-pitched stack devel- 
ops into dimensions at least one-third 
greater to hold the same quantity 
than where the stacker is used. The 
saving in hay, to say nothing of the 
saving in labor, amounts to enough to 
make the purchase of a stacker a gilt- 
edged investment by the man having 
no barn room for his hay. With a 
barn to hold the hay, a stacker is not 
needed, but a good unloading equip- 
ment is needed at the barn, in the 
form of good track and carrier and 
either fork or slings, preferably slings. 
When it comes to loading on the wag- 
on, there is nothing that saves more 
labor than the hay loader. The load- 
er is also a tremendous saver of time. 
Two men can take a team and loader 
and put on a ton of hay while two 
other men, these working harder than 
the two with the loader, get barely 
500 pounds on the wagon. 

Haying is no longer the dreaded 
job it was when most of us grown 
folks were boys and had to rake scat- 
terings with a hand rake, or had to, 
when strong enough, swing a scythe 
all the long day or wield a pitchfork. 
Machinery has simplified matters a 
great deal all along the line for the 
farmer, but nowhere has it reduced 
labor so much as in the hayfield. 
First the mower relieved the man of 
his scythe, then the stacker took away 
his pitchfork as the only means of get- 
ting hay onto a stack, while the load- 
er relieved the wielder of the pitch- 
fork when it came to loading wagons 
to haul to the barn. No farmer can 
afford to get along without as much 
of this modern labor-saving machin- 
ery as he needs. In addition to mow, 
er, rake, etc., if he stacks outside hq 
needs a good stacker, but if he has 
barn room for his hay, then he needs 
a loader. To get along without both 
when one or the other is needed, sim- 
ply means doing the work at a greater 
cost and at a greater effort, and then, 
which must also be considered, in not 
doing it as well.—Ohio Farmer. 

“TIME TO CUT ALFALFA HAY” 

There is much inquiry on the ques- 
tion as to the proper time to cut al- 
falfa hay. Experiments carried on by 
the Chemical Department of the Col- 
lege Experiment Station a number of 
years ago showed that the greatest 
feed value in a particular crop was 
present when the crop was in full 
bloom. It has been worked out how- 
ever, that this is not always the best 
time to cut the crop to get the great- 
est annual yield. There are two reas- 
ons for this: first, if the crop is allow- 
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ed to go until in full bloom a consid- 
erable amount of leaves will be lost 
in the process of harvesting or drop 
to the ground before the harvest; 
second, that the succeeding crops of 
alfalfa are produced from the crown 
shoots which put out from the crown 
at approximately the time of the ap- 
pearance of first bloom. If the crop 
is allowed to stand on the land until 
full bloom these sprouts which are to 
produce the next crop are dwarfed 
more or less and take sometime for 
recovery after the crop is harvested. 
The time taken results in a shortening 
of the annual yield. Thus it is possi- 
ble by cutting the crop when the 
crown shoots first appear to obtain a 
heavier annual yield of hay and feed- 
ing value than to wait until a little 
later when the specific crop is at its 
maximum. 

The time then to cut alfalfa hay is 
when the crown shoois for the suc- 
ceeding crop first make their appear- 
ance whether the present crop is in 
bloom or not. The only modification 
to make on this rule is to get a crop 
which is exactly fitted for some type 
of feeding. If for feeding horses that 
are to be on the road to some extent 
the hay should be allowed to get 
some-what riper; but for all other 
feeding, the above time of cutting is 
preferable——Alvin Keyser, Colorado

FIT MATES FOR GREAT COWS 
By Charles Hughes in The Livestock 
And Dairy Journal 

The extraordinary success which 
A. W. Morris & Sons Corporation, 
Woodland, California, have achieved 
in developing cows of great produc- 
tion of both milk and butter fat, in 
their herd of registered Holstein- 
Friesians, is already written large in 
the recent history of the breed. The 
making of one great record after an- 
other by more than fifty different 
cows in the herd coming as they have 
within the short space of two years, 
has commanded the attention of Hol- 
stein breeders all over America, and 
up to the present time the females in 
the herd have monopolized the lime 
light. Now that so many great rec- 
ords of other registered Holstein- 
Friesian herds are beginning to look 
to the Morris herd for herd headers, 
the question naturally arises as_ to 
what provision has been made in 
mating these cows so that their won- 
derful production may be transmitted 
to their offspring and thereby carried 
into other herds. Thus is the lime- 
light shifted upon the herd bulls at 
the head of the Morris herd, and they 
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stand out clearly as fit mates, both in 
production and type, of the great pro- 
ducing cows in the herd. 

The senior herd bull, King Segis 
Pontiac Emperor, combines in the 
best manner the blood of the leading 
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dyke, has been first in his class for 
the three years he has been shown at 
California State Fair, and came into 
greater prominence last year when he 
defeated King Segis Pontiac Emperor 
for grand championship honors. It is 
enough to say, as to the quality of 
his blood, that he has 70 A. R. O. 
sisters, four of which average over 
30 pounds of butter in seven days. 

The fourth sire is Aralia King, son 
of the grand old cow Aralia De Kol, 
the first cow in the world to produce 
28,000 pounds of milk in one year on 
semi-official test, and whose record 
for persistency is well known to 
our readers. The first daughter of 
this bull to come into milk made over 
20 pounds of butter on official 7-day 
test. 

The youngest sire in service is 
Segis Pontiac De Kol Burke, and 
while his sons and daughters are all 
in their calfhood, they show the high 
type to which their breeding entitles 
them. This young sire will be given 
a full opportunity in the Morris herd 
to establish himself as one of the 
greatest transmitting sires of the 
black and white breed. He is a son 
of Riverside Sadie De Kol Burke, the 
greatest long distance milk producer 
on record, and is sired by King Segis 
Pontiac Emperor, thus combining the 
blood of the highest producing fami- 
lies of the breed. 

All of these sires are comparatively 
young. Their first daughters are just 
now coming into milk, and are being 
put on test as they freshen. There 
is every indication that some excep- 


‘tional producers will be uncovered 


among them, but of these we shall 
know more later on. 

The bulls sired by this great group 
of bulls, and out of some of the best 
cows in the herd, are an asset to the 
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dairy interests of California, but their 
value in the right herds is such that 
they have become of national impor- 
tance in Holstein-Friesian circles, and 
it is more than likely that some of 
the very best of them will go out of 
California. During a recent visit at 
the Morris farm, which visit was de- 
voted very largely, to a study of the 
bulls in the herd, we found a number 
that deserve special mention in view 
of the blood that they carry, and the 
very high individual quality and show 
type which they possess. 

We found three sons of King Segis 
Pontiac Emperor that would be hard 
to beat both on individual merit and 
on proven productive power of the 
blood they carry. The oldest one, 
Segis Pontiac Acme, is quite an un- 
usual type of bull, and has an indi- 
viduality that makes him stand out 
even among good ones. He is out of 
Sadie De Kol Acme with a_ semi- 
official record of 19,000 pounds milk, 
885 pounds bytter in one year. He 
is a grandson of Riverside Sadie De 
Kol Burke, semi-official record 28,826 
pounds milk, 1085 pounds butter in 
one year. The dam, granddam and 
great granddam of this bull have 
records averaging 31.57 pounds butter 
in 7 days, and 1080 pounds in one 
year. He is 75 per cent brother to 
the herd sire Segis Pontiac De Kol 
Burke, mentioned previously. 

King Segis Pontiac Emperor 3d, by 
the same sire and out of Molly Duch- 
ess Daughter, is a beautiful indivi- 
dual. His dam has a semi-official rec- 
ord of 19,753 pounds of milk, 870.34 





pounds butter in one year, and she 
has one 21-pound and one 33-pound 
sister, one with 1002 pounds butter, 
and one with 814 pounds butter on 
year’s test. The dam of this bull is 
an unusually good individual, carry- 
ing a perfect udder with large, well 
balanced teats. This young bull com- 
bines type and production in a degree 
that is rare in any herd. 

Another son by King Segis Pontiac 
Emperor that is outstanding as an 
individual and as to production be- 
hind him, is Juliana De Kol King 
Segis. His dam, Juliana De Kol, was 
former world’s record two-year-old, 
and was twice grand champion at 
California State Fair. She has already 
demonstrated great transmitting abil- 
ity through her son Juliana King of 
Riverside, and this young bull figures 
to develop into even a greater sire 
than his half brother. 

The writer has a bit of sentimental 
interest in the Morris herd bull 
Prince Gelsche Walker, because he 
wes bred on a farm close ‘to the old 
home town in New York State, and 
because his breeder is one of the best 
types of man we have ever known. 
So there is a little added interest at- 
tached to the finding of good per- 
formance on the part of this bull. 
Two of his young sons are of especial 
excellence. One of them, Prince 
Korndyke Walker, is out of that ex- 
cellent young cow May Korndyke 2d, 
with an A. R. O. record of 26.30 
pounds butter in 7 days at three 
years of age. Among the eleven 


nearest dams of this young bull are 




















seven 30-pound cows, the whole eleven 
have records averaging 29.40 pounds 
of butter in 7 days. 

The other son of Prince Gelsche 
Walker that caught our eye, is Prince 
Prilly Walker. This fine young bull 
is out of Prilly Princess Walker, a 
young cow that made an A. R. O. 
record of 25.29 pounds butter in 7 
days at the age of 2% years, and is 
sister to the world’s record Junior 
2-year-old, Lady Paul Lavardy 3d, 921 
pounds butter in one year. Her dam 
has two 30-pound daughters, and is 
the best transmitting daughter of 
the famous cow Prilly. Nine of the 
nearest dams of this young bull aver- 
age 28.55 pounds butter in 7 days. 

There are a number of excellent 
young bulls sired by Aralia King, in 
the herd at the present time, a num- 
ber of them out of daughters and sis- 
ters of Riverside Sadie De Kol Burke. 
The most noteworthy of these is a 
young calf out of Sadie De Kol Acme. 
His three nearest dams have average 
records of 25,306 pounds of milk and 
1037 pounds of butter in one year. 

We noted also a very fine young 
bull sired by Aralia King and out of 
a junior 2 year old that has a record 
of over 17,000 pounds milk and 676 
pounds butter with first calf. In fact, 
she began her test when she was 
only 19 days over 2 years old. 


Great things are expected of the 
junior herd sire Segis Pontiac De Kol 
Burke He has been mated with some 
of the best cows in the herd, and 
while it will be at least three years 
before we can get a line on the yearly 
production of his first daughters, yet 
some of his sons will be in service 
long before that. By this royally 
bred young bull, a son was recently 
dropped by Pet Salambo of Riverside. 
The mother then promptly proceeded 
to break the California Holstein rec- 
ord for 7 days, by producing 33.05 
pounds of butter under official test, 
displacing the former record holder, 
Mable Haskins of San Jose. Pet 
made a year’s record last year of 
1002.53 pounds of butter. The rec- 


ords of the two nearest dam of this, ent time ahe is yielding 86 pounds. of 


young calf average 817.30 pounds 
milk, 32.67 pounds butter in 7 days; 
25,557.1 pounds milk, 1043.83 pounds 
butter in one year. The combined 7- 
day records of his dam and sire’s 
dam is a world’s record. His dam 
has a 81-pound sister and two others 
with yearly records above 800 pounds. 
Bulls of this breeding are rare any- 
where. , 

We noted another very fine young 
son by this sire and out of Creamcup, 
a fine young cow sister to Aralia De 
Kol. She made a yearly record as a 
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four-year-old of 19,993 pounds of 
milk and 877 pounds of butter. The 
dam of this calf and his sire’s dam 
average 28.52 pounds butter in 7 days, 
24,410 pounds milk and 981 pounds 
butter in one year, making him also 
a bull of rare breeding. 

There could be pages written about 
many other young bulls now coming 
on in the herd, and most of which will 
go out to buyers all over the West 
before they reach breeding age even, 
but there are few, if any, other herds 
in the whole country where one can 
find so large a group of young bulls 
of equal breeding and type. 

In spite of the widespread atten- 
tion which has recently been centered 
upon the bulls in the Morris herd, the 
cows will not allow themselves to be 
left out of the picture even for a 
moment. Pet Salambo of Riverside 
hung up a 7-day state record recently 
with a production of 586.30 pounds 
milk, 33.05 pounds butter, made 64 
pounds of butter in the first 14 days, 
and at the time of writing is going 
well on 30-day test. Year before last, 
this cow made 716.11 pounds of but- 
ter in 320 days, freshened and made 
610.40 pounds milk and 31.57 pounds 
butter in 7 days, and finished her year 
with 22,287.80 pounds milk and 
1002.48 pounds butter. 


While it is hazardous to make any 
attempt- at prediction as to what a 
cow is going to accomplish on a long 
distance test, it would not- be sur- 
prising if the Morris herd will have 
the distinction of having the world’s 
first 30,000-pound milk cow. The cow 
that holds out this hope is Tilly Al- 
eartra. She is now on _ semi-official 
test, and at the end of her first six 
months she has produced 16,737 Ibs. 
of milk and 532 pounds of butter fat. 
She is a marvel of deception. She is 
a beautiful type of dairy cow, but 
shows no extraordinary capacity, and 
carries a comparatively small udder. 
The chief hope in her ability to pass 
the 30,000 mark lies in the fact that 
she has a habit of maintaining a high 
production during the latter part of 
her lactation periods, and at the pres-

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SENECA B. JONES PASSED AWAY 


Mr. Seneca B. Jones, one of the 
most prominent farmers and _ stock 
breeders in Dodge County, died at his 
home in the Town of Hustisford, Fri- 
day, June 12th, following a general 
breakdown in health. 

He was born in New York State, 
August 20, 1838 and came to this 
state with his parents in 1848 and 
followed agricultural pursuits. He 
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was married in Lebanon, March 25, 
1863, to Eliza Baker. Six children 
were born to the union. 

Mr. Jones was known far and wide 
as a stockman. He was the first 
farmer in Dodge county or in this 
part of the State to make a specialty 
of Holsteins and his herd, in time, 
became famous all over the United 
States as well as in many foreign 
countries. 

His success was due to close study, 
intelligent application, good judgment 
and strict reliability. 

Mr. Jones was highly respected by 
all his neighbors and was frequently 
consulted by them on important busi- 
ress matters. He did not aspire to 
official positions but was often called 
on to fill places of trust and responsi- 
bility. For many years he was a 
member of the school board of his 
district, and always advocated prac- 
tical education. 

The funeral services of Mr. Jones 
were held at his late home, last Mon- 
day, June 15th, and was attended by 
a very large concourse of relatives, 
neighbors and friends from a distance. 
Interment in the Jones burial plat, 
in the Hustisford cemetery. 

Mr. Jones is survived by one son, 
Sidney, living at home and by three 
daughters; Mrs. E. E. Canniff and 
Mrs. Charles Erdman of the town of 
Hustisford, Mrs. A. F. Ryder of this 
city and Miss Rachael Jones, resid- 
ing at home. He is survived, also, by 
two brothers; Mr. Sidney Jones and 
Mr. Sam Jones and by two sisters, 
Mrs. Margaret Slight and Mrs. Frank 
Green, all of this city —Juneau Tele- 
phone.
